Within 
the pages of these two rambling volume* 
he antiiliila’es Stanton,misrepresents ami 
crnclty slanders Thomas and McPherson, 
belittles Buell and llalleck, loads Scho¬ 
field with oprohrlum. scolda Lew Wallace 
and Uosencranz and Slocum, cowardly 
Insults Hooker, sneers at Logan and 
laughs at McClellan, and last hut by no 
means least, detracts from Grant all tha 
moat rightfully belongs to him. Remark* 
able to relate, this most Infallible of critics 
and moat heroic of heroes, finds among 
the prominent actors of the late war. but 
two men to admire, ami " hose conduct 
he can Hilly approve, ami these of nil men 
—Hnllcck and Howard. Oh ! perversity 
and unadulterated Inconsistency, thy 
name Is Sherman. The “Memoirs" con¬ 
tain. In short, so much of Micriuau that 
nothing Is left for history. Considering 
the frequent use of the personal pronoun, 
nnd the continuous misstatements with 
which the hook 19 burdened. It will sur¬ 
prise no one to learn that it Is more se¬ 
verely criticized nnd more roughly hau- 
cP .1 than has been any similar work y et 
published. 

The general style of the “Memoirs” Is 
pleaslug. nnd much Is found that is worth 
the perusal. The General is a facile writer, 
deals In no metaphor, says what he hus to 
say In as few and concise words as pos¬ 
sible, and rushes to his conclusions n* 
Impetuously as lie hurried to Ids question 
able decisions during tin* war. In lib 
narrative of California, in ' 4 !». his cape- 
ricticc in Banking oil the Paeitle slope, 
his account of the events immediately 
preceding the war viewed from Ids stand¬ 
point as a Professor iu the Louisiana Mil¬ 
itary Academy, his story is intensely in¬ 
teresting and pleasingly graphic. But 
from the moment he dons the epaulet 
we lose sight of the tragedy and see none 
but the actor. Audience, scenery, plot 
and company all disappear before tie 
glaring effulgence and magnificent appear 
mice of tills remarkable star performer. 
That tlie war of t he Rebellion was con¬ 
ceived, precipitated ai d curried forward 
for the benefit ami glory of W. T. Siter- 
man, no 011*1 can now doubt. None will 
nowjinnginc for a moment that his glory 
and reputation was derived from Unit in¬ 
cident in our national history, lint that uil 
we owe of triumph, of military renown, 
of magnanimity, i* hilt tin* re-flection ot 
the herculean labor* of this champion 
hero. Some one has compared the work 
with the blood-curdling adventures of 
Charles O’Malley, the Irish Dragoon, for 
like iis proioiypc, it is full of the most 
gin ing liicuirdsLeiiciet. Let us notice a 
few of them for example. 

The famous movement up the Tennes¬ 
see River, which resulted in the capture 
of Fort Donclson,has always been credited 
to lieu. Grant, and the proof of .which 
has been so complete,ami is still so avail¬ 
able. that it was not only the foundation 
of that Genera Is fortunes, but the basis 
of a vote of thanks by Congress and the 
exultation of the whole country. It was 
this brilliant movement that won us the 
applause of all Europe, and compelled the 
tardy recognition of northern prowess by 
even the most intense enemy. We now 
ascertain that our affection* have l»« cu 
misplaced, ami our popular crown ot 
laurels mounted upon the wrong cranium, 
for it seems that the credit belongs to the 
long maligned llalleck, to whom it was 
first suggested by Gen. Sherman, “G.-n. 
Culluui or myself, ” lie says. have for* 
gotteu which.” 

Then comes the battle of Shiloh, which 
all historians, nil records, nil correspond¬ 
ents, have considered 011c of the most 
brilliant victories of the Western cam¬ 
paign, wherein our army was Hurpritetl 
by overwhelming numbers, and a victory 
gained from what should have been a ter¬ 
rible defeat. In lids view, we have the 
official reports of Gen. Sherman himself, 
the testimony elicited by the Committee 
on the Conduct of the War, and a-* appears 
in a review of the vubjcct. In 11 morning 
Journal of the past week, by the further 
testimony given by Gen. W. T. Sherman, 
ul tiic trial of ColoneiTlininas Worthing¬ 
ton, of the 4 .’»lh Ohio, who hud criticized 
the action of Gen. Sherman in this en¬ 
gagement. But from the ••Memoirs” we 
learn that there was no surprise at all; It 
was simply a fortunate termination of an 
egregious blunder; that Gen. Buell failed 
to come to time in a preconcerted attack, 
and that the sagacity and prowess of 
Gen. Sherman alone, saved the army from 
utter annihilation. 

But a detailed account of thoe inac¬ 
curacies is impracticable andub»urd. The 
reader who is at ad familiar with i!ie his¬ 
tory of the late war, -aud whut school¬ 
boy is not—will nuturully look for an ex¬ 
planation of Gen. Shermaif* Ill-judged 
and scandalous repulse at Chickasaw Ba¬ 
you, and the blunder at Keucsuw* Moun¬ 
tain; he will expect to know why Gen. 
Sheruiau protested against tin- movement 
on Vicksburg, which resulted in its cap 
tore, aud opened the Mississippi to pru 
dent navigation ; why lie allowed Johnson 
to escape from Savuiiiiah. ami most of uil. 
a clear and satisfactory defence of his 
action at the surrender of Johns >u. at 
Raleigh. Instead, we find him casting 
the blame aud onus of mishap upon Buell 
and Logan ur.d Blair, MieetmguL Thomas 
and blaming Hooker, aud exhausting in¬ 
vective am! hyperbole in his diatribes 
against Stanton. 

Of course the proiuiucnt ami all per- 
vudliig feature of tin* Work, is that unob¬ 
structed ami poetic march to the sea. 
when as a prominent critic puts it, “this 
scientific egotist was permitted to sw ing 
off with Ids army, in an excurslou to the 
coast, while Hood was making a Ilk- 
inarch upon our luteiio.. * 'inis he nat¬ 
urally considers ihe ir * jo-i oi a- 
whole nlT.ir. and pirn •• - ni if i.p..i, 
thus having loom 11 1 lit- ,• i‘o\. rnui'.t k 
bone of the rebellion.

the only military feature of the «mnpaigM 
alone prevented him from utt r anidhila 
tion at the onset. 

We would not. were it po-odh!'\ d» tract 
from Gen. Sherman one i »ta uf hi - mer¬ 
ited rcuown. or impose a captious review 
of a well written and Interesting \ N> , r k 
Upon any who might he effected by its 
perusal, ami it is with intense regret that 
he has allowcd himself to impose flic work 
upon the country, that we have veutuo d 
the task. Ueu. slier man has in our opin¬ 
ion made the great mistake of a life tlTn* . 
u mistake that no reason can exterminate 
or future notion obliterate. We fail to 
see the necessity fora man, whose exulted 
glory and un-rited renown have sound* d 
over the world, to calmly and cruelly ut- 
tell) l to wtesv from the brow* of ids as¬ 
sociate* ami teilow heroes their \v»dl 
valued L.nteD, in order that his own 
might shine more promineut, and hi* 
game be uwc exulted.

Supreme Court.—A t the term of 
Court held at Dedham last week one of 
the civil cases tried was that of Eli L. 
Haskins, vs. Weymouth Iron Company , 
an action for breach of contract alleged to 
have been made w ith plaintiff to do the 
teaming for the defendant corporation, 
and for conversion of a horse of the 
plaintiff. The plaintiff claimed, in con¬ 
sideration of the contract, that he pur¬ 
chased of the defendants all their teams, 
both horses and carts, and paic\ a large 
sum of money for them, with the under¬ 
standing that he was to do all their cart¬ 
ing for an unlimited period.

Quite a number of valuable 
papera were read on the art of teaching, 
and also lit* proper method of acliool 
management, which was followed by a 
familiar conversation on the subjects 
brought before the convention. It must 
be confessed that many useful bints were 
thrown out. which if adopted would con¬ 
duce to greater efficiency of our Sunday- 
Schools. Uut in this, as in all similar 
Conventions, there was too much theo¬ 
rising instead of common sense, practical 
euggestions, and legislation. What la 
wanted, is the adoption of a system which 
will make the Sunday School a living 
power in the Church and the Nation, and 
the whole tiling resolves itself very much 
into the characters of the Superintendents 
and teachers, by whom they are managed 
and taught. Hitherto it has been very 
much the practice in the appointment of 
these, to call in the halt, the lame and the 
blind. Now the halt, the lame, and the 
blind are all very well in the parable, hut 
they are out of place in the Sunday School.

No. I. 

Casip Kohinson, Neb., May ia, 1875. 
Editor of Wry month GazitD : 

Thinking that some of the readers of 
your paper would like to hear from this 
part of the country, I take the liberty of 
writing you a few lines. It is situated in 
the N. W. part of Nebraska, and is a five 
company post, four of which are Infantry 
and one Cavalry. We are too miles North 
of Fort Laramie and 200 miles from the 
Union Pacific K. R,, the nearest railroad 
there is. It is about 3000 miles from 
Weymouth. The first thing that strikes 
the eye as peculiar after leaving New 
York, and going westward, is the tendency 
of the country to the growth of forests. 

As you near Chicago the country grows 
very level; between Chicago and Omaha 
you find prairies that are hundreds of 
miles in extent, and as level as a floor. 
Every few miles you pass small villages 
different from any Eastern village that 1 
ever aaw. * They are composed of prairie 
do^s, rattlesnakes and owls, each of 
which live in one hole, and they seem to 
live happy. They will cover from 2 to 3 
acres, the holes about 3 feet apart. From 
Omaha to Cheyenne it is about 500 miles, 
and from there to Fort D. A. Russell, 

2 1-2 miles. Russell is a 13 Company 
Post, and is the headquarters of the 3rd 
Keg’t of Cavalry. From 1 ). A. Russell 
to i'ort Laramie is loo miles, and the 
land is called rolling prairie, (being up 
hill and down and still seeming level.) 
There are large quantities of moss agate 
in this section ol the country, some of 
very nice quality. The Indian Reserva- ~ 
tion commences at the Platte River, near 
Laramie. From Fort Laramie to Camp 
Kohinson is 100 miles, and that is where 
I am stationed. The most noticeable 
thing here is the scarcity of white people, 
and the multitude of Indians. All the 
whites there are, are soldiers. It is esti¬ 
mated that there are 30.000 Indians be¬ 
tween here and Spotted Tail. (Sheridan,) ' 
45 miles distant. The noble red is a 
fraud in every sense of the word. They 
wdl lie, steal and kill, if they think there 
“ a “> shance 0 f escape. There has been 
one Red killed here since I have been 
here, ,4 weeks) trying tosteal the soldiers’ 
cattle. 1 hey paint their faces as homely A 

as they can and think it looks pretty ““ 
I his camp is about 2 miles from Red 
Uoud Agency. We are about 50 miles 
from the Black Hills, and there is con- — 
siderab e excitement about gold beinir ~ 
found there. My advice is to keep away P 
until the Government grants permission V 
lrum the Indians to explore it, for the 
army is able and will keep out all intruders. »-or 
A party of Miners (abuut too) undertook 
to resist the other day, but one volley 
brought them to terms.

Chinese Etiquette. 

The poor littlo emporor of China—a 
child three or four years old—is the sup¬ 
posed author of some remarkable docu¬ 
ments. According to Chinese etiquette, 

! he is believed to have been iu a state of 
profound grief iu consequence of the 
death af his predecessor. The real foot, 
however, is that ho has been token from 
his mother, carried to tho imperial pal¬ 
ace, and the empress-mother and em¬ 
press-dowager have been teaching him 
to regard them in the place of his mater¬ 
nal parent, nml tho littlo fellow stoutly 
I rebels, with many tears. Nevertheless 
, ho is technically the now emperor, and 
is required by custom to mourn labori¬ 
ously for the previous occupant of the 
throne. In China all citizens are expect¬ 
ed to wear mourning clothes for twenty- 
seven daysafter the announcement of tho 
death of an emperor, for ouo hundred 
| days all Chinamen must go unshaven, 

| and for the same time there are no mu- 
I sical or theatrical performances in tho 
j kingdom. Moreover, there must be no 
marriages among the people for a 
1 month, ami none among public officers 
for a year. These rules and many others 
; are rigorously enforced among public 

j officials, but loMH o« aiwiijjt the 
poopiM The new emperor, However, is 
i supposed by Chinese etiquette to wear 
’ mourning for. twenty-seven mouths. But 
1 there is also another custom which per¬ 
mits the princes of his court to impor¬ 
tune him to lay aside tho mourning; and 
1 after a series of petitions ho yields to 
j their request. Ami hero come in the re- 
i inarkaide documents to which we have 
: referred. A Pekin paper prints them in 
detail. In reply to n memorial received 
I by tho emperor, entreating him not to 
mourn so long and so profoundly, liode- 
elares that “ his grief and gratitude are 
; ho great that lie cauuot bring himself to 
abate the period of three years’ mourn 
iug imposed by the ancient ritual.” So 
in a few days afterward he receives a 
second petition from his subjects, which, 
with some ancestral precedents which ho 
i has discovered, moves him to reduce his 
, term of mourning. Finally he is impor¬ 
tuned a third time, when he kindly con¬ 
sents to restrict hm mourning to the 
time observed by the officers of the em- 
I pire. All these replies are stately docu¬ 
ments popularly regardful—by etiquette 
| —as written by this baby emperor.

Across the 
poles are tho slender candle-rods, from 
which depend ranks upon ranks of can¬ 
dle-wicks made of tow, for cotton-wick 1 
is a later invention. Little by littlo by > 
endlessly repeating «1 ow process **f 
dipping into the kettles of melted tallow 
and hanging them to eool, the wicks 
bike on their proper coating of billow. 
To make the candle as large as possible 
was the aim, for the more billow the 
brighter tin* light. When done, the 
ranks of caudles still depending from tin 
rods were hung ill the sunniest spots of 
u Hiiuny garret to bleach.

Till: (JKASSHOPPKK CROP. 

The little hoppers have made their ap¬ 
pearance in Kansas and Nebraska in such 
large numbers as 10 appal the grasshop¬ 
per census laker. They will probably do 
considerable damage this year, ahd then 
die out according to the theory of the ' 
State Bugomologist of Missouri, who 
thinks they cannot become acclimated in 
this region so as to lay a healthy crop of 
eggs (he second year. He does not slate 
whether (heir ranks are decimated by fe¬ 
ver and ague, or whether consumption 
shortens Iheir lives. Certain it is, unless 
a new crop comes down from the mount¬ 
ains, the grasshoppers will not disturb the I 
crop of 1876. 

TIIK GRASSHOPPER SUFFERERS 
are generally improvident and thriftless. 
We need no better evidence of this than | 
was seen in the autumn of 1874. Ordi¬ 
narily the farmers in Nebraska cannot 
expect to raise over twenty bushels of 
wheat, or thirty-five bushels of corn, to 
the acre. Last year fields that had for¬ 
merly yielded good crops of corn did not ] 
furnisli an ear ; but instead there was, in 
some cases, a hundred bushels of grass¬ 
hoppers to the acre. Now we contend 
that, as an article of food, one hundred 
bushels of grasshoppers will go as far as 
twenty bushels of wheat. They can be 
easily caught, are palatable and nutricious, 
but these fastidious and over-particular I 
people neglected to gather llie harvest. ■* 
Then when winter came on, the cry went 
up, “We are starving ! Send us something 
to eat !” 1 

Grasshoppers can be baked, sun-dried, 
or smoked, and when thus treated, will 
keep quile a while. They can lie crushed 
with a rolling pin, or ground in a mill. 
They make excellent soup and tolerable 
good pancakes. The aforesaid bugmolo- 
gist recommends their use for food. The ~ 
next time the grasshoppers visit Nebras¬ 
ka, wc hope the people will have sense 
enough to lay in a winter’s supply, and 
then we shall not again witness the mel¬ 
ancholy spectacle of 10,000 beggars cry¬ 
ing for b-ead.

Mayor of lto«*lie*tcr, N- Y.—Tbc Torniuif 
Point In nn Kveutl'ul Career* 

A moat ovcMitful mul instructive per¬ 
sonal history litiHcome to our knowledge, | 
mainly through the HtntcmentHof a Indy, j 
how fur advanced iu years, who was , 
formerly u resilient of Loekport, and I 
the wife of a practicing phvsieian of that | 
]>laoe. She is personally kuowu to the! 
t ditor of the Country < 'Jcntlvmau , and 
reliance may In* placed in nil her state- j 
menU. The occurrences referred to ' 
hegau about 1823 or 1824, when the j 
great excavation for the Erie canal 1 
through the solid rock for miles at Lock- 
port was in progress, under tho super-j 
vision of Diivid Thomas us chief engi¬ 
neer, ami of which Darius Comstock, a 
widely-known citizen, was one of the 
largest contractors. 

The physician to whom wo have re¬ 
ferred returned one day from his visiting 
rounds uudev a good deal of excitement, 
and exclaimed to his wife: “ I have 
visited to-day, in a poor Irishman’s hut, 
the most beautiful woman I ever saw in 
my life. She is very sick—her cose 
must be an extraordinary one—and you 
must go and see what you can do for 
her.” The wife consented to go, and on 
enteringoneof the raoftpoverty-Htricken 
hovels she had over seen—the floor of 
boro earth, tho door cut partly down 1 
through the log sides, so that on enter¬ 
ing it was necessary to step over the 
logs that were left— she found the sick 
woman lying on u bed of straw, sup¬ 
ported on rough poles, which constituted 
the bedstead. Sin* was young in years, 
and trouble had not obliterated the sur¬ 
passing beauty nor the refined expres¬ 
sion of her countenance. The language 
she used indicated a high and excellent 
education, and she had evidently been 
Wrought up in genteel society, uothwith 
standing the utter destitution of her , 
present surroundings. Her husband, a 
young man recently from Irnluud, was a 
day laborer, employed by Darius Corn- 
stock and Otis Hathaway, his assistant, 1 
iu excavating the bod of the canal. The i 
* sick woman was of course adverse to 
giving any account of their history to a 
stranger, but after several visits thephy- } 
sician’s wififcsecured her confidence, and 
she related their remarkable history in 
substance as follows: 

Bile was the daughter of a gentleman 
in Ireland, in high rank but little below 
the nobility. Her father employed as 
olerk and steward a young man named 

John-, of rare attainments and 

ability. The gentleman's daughter and 
the young steward formed a mutual at¬ 
tachment; but as he was below her iu 
muk, notwithstanding his high charae 
ter, the father would not listen a mo¬ 
ment to unythiug of the kind, and seeing 
what wjls going on, dismissed him from 
his service. But the attachment was too 
strong to be quenched by a mandate. 
When the young lady and her lover 
fouud there was no other resource, they 
concluded to g.-t married and “ run 
away. With his scanty means and 
what little property of her own sin* could 
secure, they sailed for Quebec, iu Cana¬ 
da. The ship was wrecked iu the St. 
Lawrence, and they Ixjrely escaped with 
their lives. All their effects and tnouey 
| went t<I tin* bottom of the wide river. 

]• * condition was desolate enough — 
without iacuu.s, without experience, un- 
v accustom* d to hardship, and iu an un¬ 
known country utuoug strangers, flu 
was compelled to labor by the day to 
keep them from starving. U e became

It wus here 
that his young wife, unaccustomed to 
such accumulated hardships and privu 
i tions, was prostrated on a sick bed,

peculiar language in common used by 
tho “Frieuds in that day: “John, 
this is not thy right place—a man like 
thee ought to know how to write—and 
know better than to make a cross- 
mark !’* 

John was stung by this reproof, hia 
latent ambition was aroused ; and stop¬ 
ping forward, he took tho pen and signed 
iiis name in a rapid, practiced, and ele¬ 
gant hand. His employers were aston¬ 
ished, and said to him : “John, this is 
not the place for thee—stop drinking, 
and we will take thee into our employ us 
clerk, and at once double thy wages.” 
These were the first kind and helping 
words which ho had hoard in America — 
their life-giving energy went through 
him like electricity, and from that mo¬ 
ment he never drank a drop. He proved 
himself fully worthy their oonfldendo, 
and became distinguished for his effici¬ 
ency. Tho morning of prosperity began 
to dawn upon him. His wife recovered 
her health. His progress toward great 
success begun. Ho subsequently went 
into tho forwarding business on tho 
canal as partner to a prominent citizen 
of western Now York, who wus also a 
leading member of Congress. Tho writer 
of this narrative well remembers in years 
before railroads were generally iu use, 
and traveling on the canal was the com¬ 
mon mode of passenger transit, that lit* 
could not pass a day anywhere between 
Schenectady and Buffalo, without meet¬ 
ing on© or more neatly built and well 
loaded bouts, with the golden letters on 

the side, “John-’s Clinton Line." 

In short, the young Irish elerk and stew¬ 
ard —the canal day laborer—tin* husband 
of tho b«*uutiful mid accomplished young 
lady prostrated by sickness in the log 
hut—hiuUbecome the owner of a success- 
fill fleet of caual boats. Before twenty 
years had elapsed he was mayor of one 
of tho largest cities of western New 
York; was eminent for his on erpriso 
and public spirit, and took a prominent 
position in public affairs. 

After a lapse of years, and when lie 
ha* l become eminently prosperous in 
business, the father of the lady was 
stricken with a lingering disease which 
finally proved fatal* in the midst of 
this sickness he relented, and divided u 
portion of his property for his daughter. 
After his death, John went to Ireland to I 
secure it, and took his little boy with 
him. While there, ho visited his own 
father and mother who were still living. 
They lmd not heard from him in a time, 
lmt knew he lived in a certain city in 
western New York. He resolved not to 
announce himself, to see if they would 
recognize him. The stage in which he 1 
and his little boy traveled passed within 
a mile of their home. They reached the 
house by walking this distance, partly 
across the fields, about sunset. lie said 
that they were travelers, and begged u 
night’s lodging. The old people were 
averse to keeping them, and made many 
excuses. He continued to urge until 
they dually yielded. By Agreeable con¬ 
versation on his part they beenmo inter¬ 
ested in thoir strauger guest. They 
fouud he camo from America. “Wlmt 
part of America ?” they inquired. He 
told them. “What I did you indeed 
come from U—— t Why, is it possible t 
Wo liavo a son living there! Auil you 
have come from the same place! Can it 
bo that you know our son?” “ What is 
his name?” inquired the traveler. 

“John-.” “Oh, yes, I know him." 

The interview now became deeply in¬ 
teresting; a throng of questions were 
asked and answered, and their guest be¬ 
came more and more welcomo. But 
still they had no guess who he was ; the 
changes of years had obliterated the 
recollection of his features. 

Ho thought host not to divulge the 
secret till next morning, believing that 
if lie did they would not sleep that night. 
He waited till after breakfast. The 
scene cannot be described, and we shall 
not attempt it. It was one of intense 
emotion. Our lady informant, who was 
well acquainted with him, m t him on 
tho canal packet (the chief mod!) of 
journeying in those days), on his return 
from Ireland on this journey, and ho 
gave a life like description of tho scene 
in his own eloquent words, and in speak¬ 
ing of his relation of the occurrence she 
said to us : “I do not believe any one 
could have listened to his recital with¬ 
out tears.” 

She has since made to us the remark, 
which accords with what those who re¬ 
member him in his days know of him, 

that if tin* ladies of It-wished at 

any time to get up a subscription or 
start any benevolent enterprise, they al¬ 
ways went first to John -, and wore 

never denied, his generosity always go¬ 
ing quite as far its liis means would 
warrant. 

What an instructive) history was his, 
and what an encouragement for young 
men in habits of industry, temperance, 
integrity, and virtue. 

We need only add to this narrative 
that the jiamo of the place referred to 
us “B —"is Rochester, and the mau 
whose history is so interestingly told, 
was John Allen, chosen Mayor of 
Rochester in 1844 .—Country Gentle-

Postal Regulations. 

The Postmaster-General of the United 
1 States has issued the following order: 
Amending section 103 of the regulations 
I of the Post-office department, by strik¬ 
ing out tin* words, “And the suhscrip- 
i tion must be for not less than three 
i months," in the seventh and eighth lines, 
so as to read os follows: 

Six. 103. A regular subscriber in a pen*ou 
who has actually paid, or undertaken to 
! pay a aiibeeriptiou price for a nowi*papor. ma^a- 
| zinc, or other periodical, or f« r whom each 
' payment has been made or undertaken to bo 
I made by Homo other person ; hut iu tho latter 
cane hucU payment must have been made or 
. undertaken with the consent or at the previous 
request of tho pei>on to whom witch iiowh- 
paper, magazine, or periodical ia nent. A per¬ 
son to whom any hiicii publication ih rent with¬ 
out hie consent or request in not a regular 
Hutacribor within the meaning of tho law ; 
and donblo traumont raten of |n>Htago will ho 
charged on bueh publication* before delivery. 

In a foot-note addressed to postman 
ter-, the postmaster-(iciierul says: 

Postmasters will observe that by this 
amendment of this 103d section of the 
regulations, persons who are subscribers 
to a newspaper or periodicals, as defined 
in the regulation, are to be regarded as 
regular subscribers within the intend 
ment of the postal laws, without regard 
to the length of time of their subscrip¬ 
tion. \

American IteYivalista In London. 

A correspondent of tho Christian 
Cnion, writing from London, gives his 
experience on visiting one of tin* revival 
meetings of the Americans, Messrs. 
Moody and Hunkey, which have 
creating such intense feeling among all 
classes in tin* English metropolis: The 
hull is n capacious frame building, 
sheathed with corrugated iron, which 
was erected for these meetings in the 
east end of London, and which is in easy 
reach of a vice-infected, poverty-stricken 
district, which Mr. Moody thinks 
“comes nearer hell than any other place 
on earth.” A thick onr]tcting of saw¬ 
dust, laid upon the ground, forms the 
floor. It is seated with cnne-lHittomed 
chairs in the fashion of American Sun¬ 
day school rooms, «»f which it holds, 1 
was told, over nine thousand. The 
preaching begins at eight o’clock. At 
half-past seven every chair in the hall is 
tilled. Sitting on the platform a 
Christian cannot look into the faces of 
this serious, hushed, expectant audience 
of eight or ten thousand people without 
being deeply moved by tho thought of 
the issues wtiich may lmng on this hour. 
Most of them seem to belong to tlio 
class of shopkeepers and thrifty working 
people. But here and there ft diamond 
ilashes its light from richer toilets, and 
some of the faces evidently belong to 
the lowest classes. Hundreds if not 
thousands of them have come from other 
quarters of the city, from live to ten 
miles away. They sit so closely packed 
that the men wear their hats. Promptly 
at eight Mr. Moody steps out nnd plants 
both bauds on the rail that runs along 
the front of the platform and forms his 
pulpit. He has grown stout since leaving 
America, and wears a flowing beard. 
But there is no mistaking tin* man as 
soon as he opens his mouth. He secs 
too many people, he says, whose faces 
are getting familiar at these meetings. 
44 It’s time for Christians to stop coining 
here and crowding into the best seats. 
It’s time for ’em to go out among these 
sailors and drunkards and bring them in 
and give them the best seats.” Mr. 
Sankey sits at his cabinet organ dose by 
—that “ hist o’ whistles ” which so 
seumhilized some of the good Scotch 
brethren lost year—and Mr. Moc dy 
calls nn him to sing “Jesus of Nazareth 
passeth bv.” It is plain enough before 
the tirst verse is finished that this move¬ 
ment owes much of its success to Mr. 
Sankey, lb* has a voice of unusual 
clearness mid power, which sounds 
through the hull like a trumpet. Each 
word in articulated with great distinct¬ 
ness, and there is a soul in tin* singing 
that is something more and higher than 
mere art. The hymn tells at once, as 
any one can see l»v the intent eyes that 
are everywhere focused oil the singer. 
A prayer by Mr. M^ody, brief, ejacula¬ 
tory, fervent, and Mr. Sankey sings 
“There were ninety and nine,” with 
great efleet. Mr. Moody, aptly turning 
the Whit Sunday commemoratiou of thw 
day of Pentecost to account, reiuls a 
part of Peter's address on that occasion, 
and iiunouiiccs thnt he proposes* to take 
the same text and topic—tho cruciflud 
Christ. 

Tho sermon that follows is simply the 
story of the closing scones iu tin* Sa¬ 
vior’s life, beginning with tin* gathering 
the little company of thirteen at the 
Lust Supper. It is told in tin* photo¬ 
graphic way of one who has studied it 
so intently that the whole scene stands 
out in clear detail ami intensely real be¬ 
fore him. And In* makes it seem very 
real and present to his audience. There 
are Moodyish touches to tin* picture, 
here and there, that nr** very character¬ 
istic uud effective. “Judos made great 
professions. He got near enough to tin* 
Son of God to kiss him. But In* went 
down to damnation." His voice seems 
to have been overstruined, and is not as 
pleasant oven as it used to be. His 
words tumble over each other often in 
tin* haste of his utterance. Ho has a 
surprising faculty for such grammatical 
mistAes mul illiteracies an: * 4 Them 
Jews," “Tin* Spirit done it,” “’Taint 
no us**,” “Git right up,” “lb* come 
tohim,” etiw But tliesomiuor blemishes 
sink out of notice in the tremendous 
earnestness with which he speaks. 
That is tin* pre-eminent characteristic of 
tin* discourse. The noiseless, rapt at¬ 
tention of the vast congregation is won¬ 
derful. Hundreds an* in tears. 

In the very midst of the discourse and 
the height of its interest two or three 
quickly succeeding shrieks cmne from 
the center of the audience. Mr. Moody 
stopped as if it wore a signal-shot from 
Satan's tin**, and with Hheridan-like 
promptness said: “ We'll stand up and 
sing * Bock of Ages, cleft for me,’ uml 
tin* ushers will plcu.se help that friend 
out of tin* hull. She's hysterical.” 
There were no more “hysterical " dem¬ 
onstrations during tlio evening, mid tin* 
congregation scurcely realized that tln-r** 
had been any interruption in the service.

Important Life Insurance Decision. 

The court of appeals sitting at An¬ 
napolis, Md.» have decided the case of 
the Kuickorljockor Lib* Insurance Com¬ 
pany vs. Magdalena Peters under an op- 
peal of the company from a decision of! 
the lower court. Tho company ('©fends 
its action under (he clans© iu tho policy 
which makes it void: “ If the assured 
shall die by liis own hand or act.” 

The court says it is now too well set- , 
tied to admit of question that the clause • 
is not to he construed ns comprehending 
every possible cos© in which lift* is taken 
by the party's own net. All tho authori¬ 
ties concur in the view that an uninten¬ 
tional nr occidental taking of life is not 
within tin* meaning and intention of the 
clause. Thus, if by imulvonturo or ac¬ 
cident, a party shoots himself or takes 
poison by mistake, or in a sudden fronzy 
or delusion tears a bandage from u 
wound and bleeds to death, iu tin* literal 
sense of tin* t«Ym In* dies by his own 
act, yet all tin* decisions agree that a 
reasonable construction of tin* proviso I 
according to tin* plain and obvious in¬ 
tentions of the parties, would exclude 
such parties from its operation. The 
act of self-destruction in this wise was 
by hanging, and the court instructed the 
jury that the clause in question would 
not preveut a recovery if they found 
from the evidence that the deceased 
killed himself in a tit of insanity, which 
overpowered his consciousness, reason 
and will, uml thus acted from a mere 
blind mul uncontrollable impulse; and 
that after they are Hatisfled lie died by 
liis own hand, it becomes incumlx*nt on 
the plaintiff on her part to offer proof 
sufficient to prevent the operation of the 
clause, and she docs not comply with 
such exigencies by proofs merely that he 
was insane at times. She must prove 
that he was insane when tho act was 
committed, and in the absence of proof 
of liis condition at tin* precise time when 
the act was committed, they must pre¬ 
sume ho was then san**, and they cannot 
draw an inference tlmt In* was insane 
Irqpi the fact that In* destroyed his own 
life. 

These instructions, say the judges, 
stilt** tin* law more explicitly and more 
favorably for tin* insurer than iH found 
iu any of tin* American authorities to 
which wo have referred or to which 
our attention has been called in argu¬ 
ment. 

Tno court say, in effect, that when the 
act of self-destruction is doin* during in¬ 
sanity it is a death by accident. They 
have examined the record in tin* ease 
and cannot say that there wuh no evi¬ 
dence legally sufficient to authorize a 
jury to infer ami find tlmt tin* deceased 
killed himself in u tit nf insanity. Tin* 
judgment of the court below (the court 
of common pleas of Baltimore), which 
found for the plaintiff (Magdalena IV 
ters), was affirmed.
